The present claims 1-13 and 15-21 refer to a very broad 
range of compounds and their production and use. Support 
pursuant to PCX Article 6 and/or a disclosure pursuant to 
PCX Article 5, however, can only be found for a very 
limited number of these claimed compounds . In the present 
case, the claims are so lacking of support and the 
disclosure of the invention in the description is so 
limited that a significant search covering the entire 
claimed spectrum is impossible. 



Consequently, the search was limited to the parts of the 
claims that are supported and disclosed, that is, the 
parts referring to the compounds of claim 1, of which: 



the monomer units Ml and M2 are defined as in claim 3 and 
the linker group L is defined as in claim 14;
